Whereas on February 1, 1997, the Peace Parks Foundation 

was established in the Republic of South Africa as a non-

profit company to facilitate the establishment of 

transfrontier conservation areas in the Southern African 

Development Community (SADC) countries; 

Whereas the overall purpose of the Peace Parks Foundation 

is to facilitate the establishment and development of

transfrontier areas involving two or more countries with-

out compromising national sovereignty, and allowing the 

free movement of humankind and animals across inter-

national borders within the peace park and thereby con-

tributing to economic development, job creation, and 

peace and understanding between the countries con-

cerned; 

Whereas former South African President Nelson Mandela is 

a patron emeritus of the Peace Parks Foundation and 

the heads of state of the SADC countries are honorary 

patrons of the Foundation; 

Whereas the Peace Parks Foundation has received the full 

support and endorsement for its efforts and activities 

from the heads of state of the SADC countries; 

Whereas eight transfrontier conservation areas totaling ap-

proximately 232,000 square miles are supported by the 

Peace Parks Foundation in the SADC countries; and 

Whereas the United States values peace and stability in the 

global community, and in particular Africa, and has long 

recognized the significance of sustainable economic devel-

opment and the conservation of biodiversity: Now, there-
